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Traffic plans to dose Glyde Path Road? 


DORCHESTER’S wa¬ 
tered down traffic plan 
is to include a proposal 
to shut Glyde Path 
Road to stop it being 
used as a ‘rat-run’. 

Drivers often use the 
narrow road to cut the 
comer when approach¬ 
ing the town from the 
Yeovil direction, skirt¬ 
ing around the side of 
Colliton Park and then 
coming out on High 
West Street, thus avoid¬ 
ing queues up the hill to 
the Top o’ Town round¬ 
about. 

But the road is also 
used by County Hall 
staff and those visiting 


the offices as a way out 
to the East. 

The suggestion is in¬ 
cluded in the latest traf¬ 
fic calming proposals 
which, its authors 
claim, will improve 
traffic flows, increase 
pedestrian and cyclist 
safety and make Dorch¬ 
ester a more attractive 
place to visit. 

Work on the Dorch¬ 
ester Transport and En¬ 
vironment Plan started 
after official pollution 
figures showed that 
both High West and 
High East streets con¬ 
sistently suffer from 
higher levels of exhaust 


Beth Boothman, former 
mayor, dies aged 80 

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to Dorchester's 
former mayor Beth 
Boothman, the first 
woman to become 
first citizen on two 
occasions, who died 
recently at the age 
of 80. 

Mrs Boothman, 
who first served as 
mayor in 1979, be¬ 
fore taking office 
again in 1990, died peacefully at Chestnut 
House nursing home in Charlton Down last 
month. 

She was remembered as a dedicated com¬ 
munity leader, known for her broad sympa¬ 
thies and strong convictions. 

For three decades Mrs Boothman, who 
hailed from Aberdeen before settling in the 
south west, was a key player in local govern¬ 
ment, representing Dorchester on the town, 
district and county councils. 

And she also became actively involved in 
many other community activities, as a mem¬ 
ber and supporter of Cancer Care, the First 
Dorset Credit Union and Dorchester United 
Church, as well as working as a hospital vol¬ 
unteer. 

Current mayor, Councillor Peter Mann, led 
the tributes to Mrs Boothman after the news 
of her death was confirmed last week. 

He said: "Beth Boothman will be remem¬ 
bered by many Dorchester people as an out¬ 
standing community leader. 

"We extend sympathy to her family and 
friends, and celebrate her life with sincere 
gratitude."

Their latest sugges¬ 
tions include the clo¬ 
sure of Glyde Path 
Road; building out 
pedestrian ‘islands’ at 
the Top o’ Town round¬ 
about; paving the bot¬ 
tom end of South Street 
and improving some of 
the rest of the paving in 
the pedestrian part of 
the street; moving the 
pedestrian crossing to 
the other side of the 
War Memorial to im¬ 
prove access to Brew¬ 
ery Square; building 
out the pavement out¬ 
side the old Crown 
Court to slow traffic 


and improve pedestrian 
access to the building 
which is due to become 
a new tourist attraction 
based around the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs. 

Widening will also 
take place at the 
Darners Road and 
Williams Avenue junc¬ 
tion to improve traffic 
flow towards the town 
centre and at Great 
Western Cross intro¬ 
ducing new pedestrian 
crossings on each side 
of the junction. 

An investigation will 
also be carried out to 
see if it is possible to 


ban lorries from the 
town centre at the 
busiest times of day 
and, or restricting the 
times they can load and 
unload. 

“This may have taken 
some time but the im¬ 
portant thing for the fu¬ 
ture of Dorchester is 
that we get this right,” 
said Dorchester coun¬ 
cillor Andy Canning 
who chairs the Trans¬ 
port and Environment 
working group. 

He said that further 
detailed drawings and 
plans for the proposals 
will be available soon 
and confirmed that be¬ 
cause funding is in 
place some of the work 
could start this year.

GO STRAIGHT to Poundbury. Do not pass ‘Go’, 
do not collect £200. 

That could be the game that Dorchester families 
play next Christmas as the town is in with a chance 
of winning its own Monopoly board featuring 
local landmarks - if it gets enough votes. 

Dorchester is up against four other west country 
towns - Exeter, Taunton, Trowbridge and Truro - 
all hoping to be the one that wins most public sup¬ 
port for its name to go on the Monopoly map. 

Residents are being urged to vote by email for 
Dorchester to win the community chest. Polling 
began last week and will end on February 28th. 

The contest for has been launched by Dan Taylor, 
head of custom games at Winning Moves UK, 


TALKS are being held in Dorchester this month 
which could eventually lead to the removal of na¬ 
tional grid power lines near the Osmington white 
horse and villages of Martinstown and Askerswell 
in the Dorset Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
(AONB). 

The areas were shortlisted as part of National 
Grid's Visual Impact Provision (VIP) project 
which is making up to £500million available to 
bury lines underground in sensitive areas. 

The shortlist was compiled following a landscape 
and visual impact assessment, commissioned by 
National Grid, which identified these line sections 
in the Dorset AONB along with nine others as hav¬ 
ing the most significant landscape and visual im¬ 
pact. 

National Grid and the Dorset AONB are cur¬ 
rently working together to investigate whether it is 
possible to mitigate the impact of this section of 


which is making the official version of Monopoly 
under licence from owners Hasbro, to celebrate the 
board game’s 80th birthday this year.

He said that the town that emerges with the most 
local backing will get its own board, with 22 cus¬ 
tomised property sites swapping places with the 
likes of Mayfair and Park Lane from the original.

BRIDPORT residents Louise Ramsden and 
Heather Hamer are the driving force behind 
the upcoming Bridport Wildcats strike proj¬ 
ect. 

Louise has lived in Bridport for 12 years 
and works part-time as an 
administrator/book keeper for an educa¬ 
tional and technical software business with 
her husband Neil. She has also done volun¬ 
tary work for the Bridport Oxfam shop, Brid¬ 
port Citizens Advice Bureau and South West 
Dorset LETS scheme. 

Heather moved to Bridport 18 months ago. 
She previously worked as a medical secre¬ 
tary and teaching basic reading and writing 
in a Young Offenders institution. She rein¬ 
vented herself as a songwriter some six 
years ago and plans to continue writing in 
Bridport. 


• COULD you tell me a bit more about the 1912 
Bridport Wildcats project? What will it involve? 

On Saturday, February 14th at about 10.15am we 
will gather in Bucky Doo Square, Bridport, in our 
1912 costumes and then sing songs, led by our ex¬ 
cellent town crier Jane Silver-Corren, just as the orig¬ 
inal women did, including the Suffragette anthem 
"Shoulder to Shoulder ".We will then march through 
the streets to Amsafe (the old Gundry's factory) 
where we will have our photo taken by local female 
photographer Rachel Dunford in the same place 
they did in 1912. 

Our aim is to highlight this little known aspect of 
Bridport's social/industrial/women's history, con¬ 
temporary issues of equality and to have a bit of fun 
singing and dressing up! In addition we have been 
really pleased with the many spin-offs inspired by 
the project - singing, song-writing, a marvelous ex¬ 
hibition of women artists called Cre8 at the Chapel 
in the Garden and a play written about the women 
by Maya Peris of Story traders.

• WHAT inspired you both to get involved and 
organise the 1912 Bridport Wildcats project? 
Louise: I went to a fascinating talk by Carlos Guarita 
about a local photographer, Clarence Austin. There 
were some wonderful photographs of women net 
workers who in February 1912, staged a wildcat (not 
organised by a union) strike and protested on the 
streets of Bridport about unfairness at their work¬ 
place. The dignity and camaraderie of the women 
really struck a chord and I thought we could cele¬ 
brate this spirit by re-staging the photos with mod¬ 
ern women in costume. 

Heather: Louise told me about the recreating the 



photograph and I loved her enthusiasm. I felt I 
wanted to celebrate the feisty women net-workers 
of Bridport who stood up to the bosses, and the way 
the town supported them. 

• ARE you both working on projects apart from 
the Wildcat strike? 

No, Wildcats is taking up pretty much all of our time 
at the moment. 

• WHAT do you both like doing in your spare 
time? 

Louise: I like walking, dancing, swimming and Tai 
Chi. I also love reading, cryptic crosswords and 
doing a bit of calligraphy. I am a member of the Brid¬ 
port Film Society and support Bridport Arts Centre. 

Heather: I like reading, walking, writing, visiting 
the town's coffee shops, researching my own family 
tree, also researching local history. I also support 
Bridport Arts Centre. After this project I'm going to 
take it easy and just enjoy the area for a while - 
though I'm always open to discovering new proj- 
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ects. I was involved (with my ex-partner) in two 
recording projects last year for Bridport FM - the 
"Love to Sing" project for local amateur singers, and 
a collaboration of songs/stories written by the local 
creative writing group, The Story Traders. 


• WHAT drew you both to the area? 

Louise: We have family in Hampshire and Cornwall 
and Dorset was a good point in between both. But 
really it was the sheer beauty of the landscape that 
drew us to Bridport. We also loved the local shops 
like Leakers & Fruits of the Earth, we thought it 
would be a really good place to bring up our chil¬ 
dren and indeed it has been. 

Heather: I have lived in Bridport for 18 months, 
drawn here by the creative spirit I found here, and 
the sense of community. I'm now officially a pen¬ 
sioner, though am outgoing and love meeting new 
people and getting involved in new projects.There's 
so much to do in Bridport, sometimes the difficulty 
is choosing which activity to go with! This is my first 
time living in a small community, and I love living 
here. I enjoy living near the coast; I love walking on 
my own at Burton Bradstock. 

• DO you have any more projects lined up for 
the future? What would you like to do? 

We will be doing something about the Wildcats at 
the Rope Walk Fair in May, with the Museum. I hope 
this event will continue to inspire people to stand 
up for their rights, there is still a lot to be done with 
a 19 per cent pay gap and women being dispropor¬ 
tionately effected by the growth of zero hours con¬ 
tracts and the low pay offered for vital jobs like 
caring, in our community. But I think I also need to 
get on with all the things I've been neglecting whilst 
organising this event!

Terrifying armed robbery 


A WOMAN has been tied up and 
robbed on a Dorchester indus¬ 
trial estate. 

The victim, who has not been 
named, was attacked by two 
men, one possibly armed with a 
hammer, while she was alone in 
the building on Sunday evening. 

The woman was left tied up for 
about 20 minutes after the men 
had taken a small amount of 
money from her and the com¬ 
pany she works for, Graingers 
wholesale foods, on the 
Marabout Industrial estate. 

Detectives are appealing for 
witnesses and anyone with infor¬ 
mation to come forward. The in¬ 
cident happened at around 
8.30pm on Sunday, February 8th. 

The offenders are described as 


white, of slim build and were 
wearing dark tracksuit bottoms, 
hooded tops with the hoods up, 
had local accents and smelt of 
cigarette smoke. 

Detective Constable Ian Davies, 
of Weymouth CID, said: "This was 
a terrifying incident for the victim 
who was alone at the time. She 
remained tied up for over 20 
minutes until she was found. 

"I am appealing for anyone who 
was in the area of the industrial 
estate at the time and who may 
have seen two men matching 
this description to call me. 

"I would urge anyone with any 
information about this incident 
to call Dorset Police in confi¬ 
dence."

Two NatWest bank thefts 


POLICE in Dorchester are hunting 
two men who made off with a 
sum of money after snatching 
cash from a town centre bank - 
before repeating the offence in 
Weymouth less than an hour later. 

Officers are now warning mem¬ 
bers of the public to be on the 
lookout for suspicious activity 
near banks in the area, following 
the shock double theft. 

Detectives are pursuing two sus¬ 
pects who are believed to have 
stolen an unknown amount of 
money from a deposit box at the 
NatWest bank on South Street last 
week. 

According to witnesses, two 
men were spotted removing 
money from the box last Wednes¬ 
day afternoon (February 4th), be¬ 
fore running off. 

Officers were informed of the 
theft shortly after 1.00pm, but the 
thieves struck again before police 
could track them down. 

With officers still investigating 
the first theft, a repeat incident 
was reported at 1.55pm at the 
Natwest branch in St Thomas 
Street, Weymouth. 

No arrests have yet been made 


but police believe the two inci¬ 
dents are connected. 

Detectives pursuing the thieves 
are urging witnesses to come for¬ 
ward and assist them with their 
enquiries. 

"We believe both incidents are 
linked,"said Inspecto John O'Hara 
of Weymouth CID, who is investi¬ 
gating both thefts. 

"I am particularly keen to hear 
from anyone who saw two men 
matching the description in these 
two areas to call me." 

Officers have described the first 
offender as white and of slim 
build, around six feet tall. 

According to witness accounts, 
he was seen wearing a baseball 
cap, a dark scarf and a black 
jacket. 

The second man, also white and 
of slim build, was wearing a black 
'beanie' hat, sunglasses and a 
fleece at the time of the first inci¬ 
dent. 

Following the incidents, Inspec¬ 
tor O'Hara also said it was impor¬ 
tant for members of the public to 
remain vigilant and report any 
suspicious activity near banks.

Dorset Chief Constable Debbie Simpson has defended 
the non-emergency 101 number which was launched 
more than three years ago.

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill 
has also supported the service. He said the response 
times are better than most other public sector organi¬ 
sations. 

“This is not an urgent number ... there are no lives 
at risk and no lives at threat.”

Slurry tank overturns 



TRAFFIC on one of 
Dorchester's busiest 
roads was at a standstill 
for almost two hours last 
week, after a large slurry 
tank overturned on the 
A35. 

Emergency services 
rushed to the scene on 
the Stinsford roundabout 
at around 7.00am last 
Thursday morning (Feb¬ 
ruary 5 th), where the 
tank was found on its 
side. 

The vehicle, under¬ 
stood to have been carry¬ 
ing 1200 litres of 
fertiliser, was being 
towed by a tractor, but 
overturned as it left the 
roundabout, obstructing 
the road. 

A crew of retained fire¬ 
fighters from Dorchester 


station arrived on the 
scene within minutes, 
where the tank was 
found on its side on a 
grass bank, with the trac¬ 
tor blocking the road. 

Emergency teams 
worked to ensure there 
was no spillage from the 
tank that could affect 
water sources in the area, 
and they used specialist 
equipment to make sure 
that no slurry leaked 
from the tank during the 
recovery. 

No one was injured but 
motorists experienced 
delays in the area for 
most of the morning, and 
the road was fully closed 
until around 9.00am. 

The tractor and tank 
were later recovered by 
rescue teams.

Council bosses to act on DWP 
'unacceptable' overspend

COUNCIL leaders have 
blasted Dorset Waste 
Partnership (DWP) for 
its “unacceptable” 
budget overspend and 
have promised to take 
urgent action to 
straighten out its fi¬ 
nances. 

An emergency plan 
has been put in place to 
keep a close watch on 
the way budgets are set 
in the future, after 
bosses overspent by a 
total of £2.76 million 
this year. 

All levels of the part¬ 
nership's management 
will be thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated, with tighter 
controls on the hire of 
vehicles - the costs of 
which amount to 
around half of the 
DWP's overspend. 

Council chiefs now 
say “stringent meas¬ 
ures” are in place to 
prevent future financial 


problems and restore 
confidence in the organ¬ 
isation. 

Councillor Anthony 
Alford, chairman of the 
DWP Joint Committee, 
said: “The unexpected 
increase in the DWP 
overspend is unaccept¬ 
able to partner councils, 
who joined together to 
deliver better services 
for local people at a re¬ 
duced cost. 

“Stringent measures 
are now in place to pre¬ 
vent future inaccuracy 
and restore partners' 
confidence ” 

The DWP was formed 
in 2011 and consists of 
all seven of Dorset's 
local authorities. It is re¬ 
sponsible for managing 
waste, boosting recy¬ 
cling rates and provid¬ 
ing street-cleaning 
services. 

Last year an over¬ 
spend of £2.3 million 
was discovered, trigger¬ 
ing a rigorous investiga¬ 
tion of the DWP budget. 


But since then, a fur¬ 
ther £492,000 of previ¬ 
ously unbudgeted 
costs, including an ad¬ 
ditional £300,000 on 
hiring vehicles alone, 
were identified. 

Further scrutiny is to 
come, with the joint 
committee due to con¬ 
sider the recommenda¬ 
tions of two more 
independent reviews, 
one by the South West 
Audit Partnership, and 
the other by Local 
Partnerships (jointly 
owned by the Treasury 
and the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association) at its 
next meeting. 


A third, wider-rang¬ 
ing external review is 
also expected to take 
place later this year, 
though details are still 
to be finalised. 

Cllr Alford added: 
“Councillors will care¬ 
fully consider the rec¬ 
ommendations from 
the independent re¬ 
views to agree what 
needs to be done. 

“Dorset councils re¬ 
main committed to 
working together to 
provide the best possi¬ 
ble waste services for 
the best possible value 
during these very chal¬ 
lenging times.” 


THE costs making up the total overspend include: 

• hire vehicles: £1.3m 

• operational staffing costs, including agency 
fees: £556,000 

• disposal costs for the increased total amount of 
household waste: £441,000 

• falling prices for recyclable materials, 
reducing income: £284,000 

• vehicle parts and maintenance: £115,000 

• two external reviews into the DWP: £52,000 

• other minor variances: £13,000.

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Rampisham solar plans on hold

PLANS by British Solar Re¬ 
newables to build a huge 
solar farm on site of special 
scientific interest near 
Beaminster have been put on 
hold, after government 
bosses stepped in to prevent 
a snap decision. 

The Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment has now issued an 
instruction to West Dorset 
planning chiefs not to grant 
planning permission for the 
development at Rampisham 
Down without special autho¬ 
risation. 

A public inquiry could yet 
be called in, with its recom¬ 
mendations presented to the 
Secretary of State Eric Pick¬ 
les for a final decision. 

Last month West Dorset 
District Council opted to ap¬ 
prove planning permission 
for the solar farm, sparking 


outrage among conserva¬ 
tionists and wild-life cam¬ 
paigners. 

Since launching a cam¬ 
paign to fight the develop¬ 
ment just days after the 
ruling, the Dorset Wildlife 
Trust says more than 7,000 
letters have been sent to Mr 
Pickles, calling for urgent 
action over the proposals. 

The Trust’s chief executive 
Simon Cripps said he had 
been “overwhelmed” by the 
strength of support shown by 
people in west Dorset. 

“It is good news that the 
process of issuing planning 
permission has been halted 
for the time being, but we 
need to continue putting 
pressure on the government 
to get this perverse decision 
overturned,” he said. 

“This is not only of local 
concern, but would also have 
national implications if a de¬ 
velopment such as this is 
built on a highly protected 
SSSI (Site of Special Scien¬ 


tific Interest) wildlife site, 
when other sites are avail¬ 
able. 

“DWT supports solar 
power, just not on an SSSI.” 

Despite objections from 
Natural England (the gov¬ 
ernment's advisory agency 
on environmental matters) 
planners at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council approved plans 
for a solar farm to be built on 
the 187-acre site. 

Council planning bosses 
say a balance was sought be¬ 
tween economic and envi¬ 
ronmental benefits when 
making the decision. 

Home to a rare grouping of 
plants and fungi, Ramp¬ 
isham Down also supports a 
range of wildlife, from 
adders to skylarks, within its 
unique grassland and heath- 
land habitats. 

And the Trust is adamant 
that the site be left alone - 
especially, it says, as there 
are alternative locations for 
the solar farm development.

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PCC visits advocates for 
mentally ill in custody 


DORSET Police and 
Crime Commissioner 
Martyn Underhill has 
visited the Vulnerable 
Adult Advocacy Proj¬ 
ect at their offices in 
Poundbury. 

Run by Dorset Advo¬ 
cacy it provides an 
service on behalf of the 
PCC, with trained vol¬ 
unteers supporting 
adults with learning, 
physical or mental dis¬ 
ability and other im¬ 
pairments, who are 
being questioned as 
suspects by police in 
the custody suites at 
Bournemouth and 
Weymouth. The serv¬ 
ice ensures they are 
treated fairly whilst in 
custody. 

Dorset PCC Martyn 
Underhill said: “It was 
great to meet staff and 
volunteers at the Dorset 
Advocacy and learn 
how this project is 
helping people. 


“It is really important 
that we continue to sup¬ 
port this project as it 
can be difficult for vul¬ 
nerable people to un¬ 
derstand and exercise 
their rights. 

“Custody can be a 
frightening place for 
someone with a learn¬ 
ing disability or mental 
impairment and having 
an advocate who can 
explain the process and 
oversee their time 
whilst in custody is in¬ 
valuable.” 

The PCC’s visit to 
Dorchester was part of 
a programme of com¬ 
munity days across 
Dorset, giving residents 
a chance to talk to Mr 
Underhill about his role 
and raise any policing 
or wider community 
safety issues.

Cancer staff up for national award 



A MACMILLAN Cancer 
Support funded project 
working to improve can¬ 
cer services across 
Dorset has been short¬ 
listed for a national 
award. 

The Dorset Macmillan 
Patient Experience proj¬ 
ect, based at Dorset 
County Hospital (DCH), 
is up for a Patient Expe¬ 
rience Network National 
Award. 

Now in their fifth year, 
the awards are designed 
to recognise and cele¬ 
brate the delivery of out¬ 
standing patient 

experience by those in¬ 
volved in the healthcare 
industry. 

The team is one of six 
shortlisted contesting the 
category for ‘Measuring, 
Reporting and Acting’; a 
category aimed at any 
programmes that are 
effectively measuring 
patients’ experiences and 
feedback, reporting the 
outcomes and ensuring 
actions to improve are 
taken as a result. 

Macmillan project 
leader at DCH, Gill 
Faley, said of the an¬ 
nouncement: “It’s a real 
honour hearing the news 
that our team has been 
named in the line-up. 

“Judges said the stan¬ 


dard of entries was ex¬ 
ceptional this year, so it 
is a huge achievement to 
be shortlisted. 

“Our project collects 
the thoughts, feelings 
and experiences of peo¬ 
ple who use and deliver 
cancer services across 
the county and, using 
this information, we 
shape or ‘co-design’ 
service improvements. 

“Over the past 18 
months, we’ve worked 


hard to listen and act 
upon patient feedback, 
and made tangible 
changes which have 
helped to make life eas¬ 
ier for people affected by 
cancer. 

“We’ve made a new 
patient information web¬ 
site for lung cancer, im¬ 
proved communications 
between patients and 
clinical nurse specialists, 
and recruited a volunteer 
to welcome and support 


patients who arrive for 
surgery in the early 
morning. 

“We are delighted that 
the value of our local 
project is being recog¬ 
nised and talked about 
on a national level.” 

The awards ceremony 
will take place on March 
11th in Birmingham 
where winners of each 
category will be selected 
by a delegate vote on the 
day.

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Magna hides bins 
at Mallards Green 

RESIDENTS in Mallards Green, Martinstown, are 
rubbish free thanks to a new bin store provided 
by Magna Housing Association. 

Neale Hallett, a resident at Mallards Green, ap¬ 
plied for funding from Magna's community initia¬ 
tive fund (CIF) for a bin store to be built in 
preparation for the council's new rubbish and re¬ 
cycling bins. 

Neale said: "There are 14 houses here and each 
was expecting up to five bins. Storing them was 
going to be a problem and we already had issues 
with litter and fly-tipping in the area, so some¬ 
thing needed to be done before it got worse." 

"I thought a dedicated bin storage area for all 
14 houses to use would solve both problems, so 
I applied to Magna for funding." 

The CIF allocates £120,000 a year to projects 
which will improve the areas where Magna resi¬ 
dents live and £30,000 to charities and organisa¬ 
tions which provide services of benefit to 
residents. 

Ken Bodycombe, community investment officer 
at Magna, said: "The forum agreed to provide 
£6,500 for this project, as it was clear that the bin 
store would improve the area for our Mallards 
Green residents." 

Ken added: "We worked closely with Matthew 
Boulter, of Dorset Waste Partnership, to make sure 
the new bin store would be suitable for the 
wheelie bins that were planned for Mallards 
Green, and DWP helped by providing larger, com¬ 
munal wheelie bins for the residents to share, re¬ 
ducing the number of bins needed."

Beware new parcel delivery scam 


POLICE and trading 
standards officers are 
warning Dorset resi¬ 
dents to be aware of a 
parcel delivery scam. 

In it, fake cards are 
left claiming that some¬ 
one attempted to deliver 
a parcel. 

The recipient is then 
asked to make a pay¬ 
ment, typically £10, by 
credit card for the par¬ 
cel to be delivered. 

The cards which are 
left usually bear the re¬ 
cipient’s name and say: 
‘The office is attempt¬ 
ing to reach you. To 
claim this parcel and ac¬ 
cept this offer, you must 
telephone the number 
below immediately and 
arrange for a delivery. 
The item is prepaid, but 
a processing and deliv¬ 
ery fee of £10 must be 
remitted. This fee can 
be paid only by tele¬ 
phone and only with a 
credit card (VISA or 
MasterCard). This is 
your only notification.’ 

Victims who have re¬ 
ported this to Action 
Fraud have said that the 
automated service told 
them the package 
would be delivered the 
same day, but they did

County's first archivist dies, aged 91 


DORSET'S first county 
archivist, Margaret Holmes, 
has died in Charminster in her 
92nd year. 

She was born in Bristol and 
attended Clifton High School 
where she eventually became 
head girl. She read English at 
St Anne’s College, Oxford, al¬ 
though her degree course was 
interrupted in 1943 when she 
joined the WRNS, working on 
the construction and mainte¬ 
nance of vessels. 

After Oxford, Margaret 
gained a diploma in archive 
administration from University 
College, London and, in 1956, 
after six years working in the 
Gloucestershire Record Office, 
she applied for, and was ap¬ 
pointed the first county 
archivist of Dorset. 

Work in the first record of¬ 
fice was difficult and cramped, 
with space for archives com¬ 
peting with stacks of stored 
empty ballot boxes. 


Margaret’s energy and deter¬ 
mination were instrumental in 
developing a high quality 
archive service in which were 
deposited many of the county’s 
key archive collections. These 
include not only the records of 
the great landed estates and 
major public bodies but of the 
daily life of Dorset’s people. 
The collection Margaret 
started is now housed at Dorset 
History Centre. 

Margaret Holmes will be re¬ 
membered as a modest, but 
highly effective and pioneering 
archivist who laid the founda¬ 
tions of the modern service. 

Margaret retired in 1984 and 
enjoyed a busy and active life. 
She learned to sail, played 
golf, the recorder and learned 
to lip read as well as working 
for the charity Independent 
Age and served on Charmin¬ 
ster Parish Council. She spent 
her final months in Wolfeton 
Manor care home.

FRANCIS Bacon’s favourite dinner service, which 
he used daily, is to go under the hammer at Duke’s 
salerooms. 

The artist had the service at his home in Reece 
Mews, South Kensington, a former Victorian coach 
house which also doubled at his studio. 

The unremarkable crockery was made by 
Cauldon in the late 1930s and retailed by Maple 
and Co Ltd, a department store. In itself it is today 
worth about £30 but, because it belonged to Bacon, 
it has an estimate of £10-15,000 and will go under 
the hammer at Duke’s of Dorchester next Thurs¬ 
day, February 19th. 

After his death in 1992, aged 82, Bacon left 
everything to his friend and companion John Ed-

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Mother and daughter cancer survivors 
encourage others to unite for charity 


L YME Regis resident 
Kirsten Taylor and 
Jan Morton have an 
unbreakable bond as 
mother and daughter, 
but they also share an¬ 
other significant experi¬ 
ence - they are both 
cancer survivors. 

Now the pair are join¬ 
ing forces to ask people 
to show their support 
for cancer patients fol¬ 
lowing World Cancer 
Day earlier this month. 

Daughter Kirsten, a 
sales executive with the 
View From's sister news¬ 
papers in South Somer¬ 
set, and mum Jan, from 
Gillingham, near 

Shaftesbury, are calling 
on men, women and 
children to buy a Cancer 
Research UK "Unity 
Band" and wear it with 
pride. 

The wrist band is 
made of two parts 
which form a knot to 



represent 
strength in unity.They are available in 
a range of colours from all Cancer Re¬ 
search UK shops for a suggested do¬ 
nation of £2. 

For Kirsten and Jan, the band repre¬ 
sents the power of people joining to¬ 
gether to support research and 
crucial new discoveries which will 
help more people like them survive. 
The money raised will help Cancer 
Research UK scientists to beat cancer 
sooner. 

Kirsten, 40, was diagnosed with 
Hodgkins lymphoma in September 
2000 when she was just 24. 

She said: "I had a lump under my 
arm but I had had a previous injury 
there so I wasn't too worried about it. 
However, my doctor decided I should 
have it checked straight away and a 
biopsy confirmed it was cancer. 

"It was a huge shock and very fright¬ 
ening. I was just starting out in life 
and suddenly it felt as if all that had 
come to an abrupt halt." 

She had surgery to remove the 
lump and then began six weeks of 
daily radiotherapy, having to give up 
work during this time. Kirsten was 
warned she would be at high risk of 
the cancer returning so underwent 
preventative treatment. 

Then, as Kirsten continued with fur¬ 
ther follow-up treatment, including 
surgery, mum Jan was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. 

"That was a very difficult time. Mum 
had been brilliant in supporting me 
because she is a qualified nurse and 
now I had to support her too," said 
Kirsten. 

However, there was some good 
news to follow. Kirsten had also been 
told there was a high chance she 
would be infertile, but just as she 
started fertility investigation, to her 
delight, she found she was pregnant. 
Taegan was born in July 2002 and less 
than two years later Megan followed. 

She has since raised thousands of 
pounds for Cancer Research UK, tak¬ 
ing part in Race For Life including 
once with a double buggy when her 
daughters were babies and once 
three-legged with Taegan. Kirsten 
also climbed Mount Aconcagua in Ar¬ 
gentina in 2011, raising nearly £4,000. 

She added: "Going through cancer 


was a really, really tough time, but to 
get through it was great. And then to 
have Taegan, followed by Megan was 
just incredible.They are my world and 
having them was something I never 
dreamed would be possible." 

Kirsten was discharged from hospi¬ 
tal care last year. 

"Initially that felt like an umbilical 
cord being cut, which is scary. But my 
oncologist said his door is always 
open if ever I need to go back," she 
said. 

"I had amazing care all through my 
treatment and thanks to ongoing re¬ 
search, I have been pre-warned about 
secondary cancers and preventative 
steps I can take." 

Kirsten's mum Jan, aged 68, has a 
very different cancer story. She was 
due to go for a routine mammogram 
in 2007 and almost didn't go due to 
poor weather, but her husband, 
Philip, persuaded her to attend the 
appointment. 

"I'm very glad I did because it 
turned out I had a rare and aggressive 
form of breast cancer," she said. 

Thankfully, the disease was caught 
early and after undergoing surgery, 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy, Jan 
is now back to full health. 

"That's why we're both backing Can¬ 
cer Research UK and encouraging 
everyone to get a Unity Band now," 
she said. 

More than three people are diag¬ 
nosed with cancer every hour in the 
South West and with cancer inci¬ 
dence set to rise steeply by 2030, 
there's still much more to do to en¬ 
sure no-one's life is cut short. 

Kirsten added: "I'm grateful for the 
treatment that saved my life and my 
mum's life. Now we want to do what 
we can to urge people to fight back 
against this devastating disease." 

Cancer Research UK researchers 
have played a key role in supporting 
landmark advances in cancer treat¬ 
ment including tamoxifen for breast 
cancer and cisplatin for testicular can¬ 
cer. 

Cancer Research UK receives no 
government funding for its research 
but with help from the public, the 
charity aims to bring forward the day 
when all cancers are cured. 

Lynn Daly, Cancer Research UK 


spokesperson for the South West, said: "If we unite; we will beat 
cancer sooner. Thanks to advances being made in research, a 
small donation can really make a big difference. Success stories 
like Kirsten and Jan's would not be possible without the commit¬ 
ment of our supporters, who fund the charity's life-saving work." 

"So we are calling on people in to unite and remember those 
lost to cancer, celebrate the survivors, and rally in support of 
those currently fighting cancer. 

"Every step we take towards beating cancer relies on every hour 


of research, every pound donated and every person who gets in¬ 
volved. This is a chance for everyone to make a difference and be 
a part of something momentous. 

"So we dearly hope people of all ages across the region will pick 
up a Unity Band or make a small donation to Cancer Research 
UK. A small gesture like this can make a truly big difference and 
help ensure that more families stay together for longer."

As bulbs finish flowering indoors, remove the 
spent flowerheads and give them a dose of 


high-potash fertiliser before putting them 
in a sheltered spot outdoors

New play about "the Shrewsbury 
24" comes to the Marine Theatre 



UNITED WE STAND, a new play based on 
the story of "Shrewsbury 24", when 24 
building workers were accused and 
three jailed for violent picketing and in¬ 
timidating workers in Shropshire in 
1973, is set to perform at the Marine 
Theatre on Saturday, February 14th. 

In the 1960s and 70s the UK's building 
companies were making millions re¬ 
building the country, but building work¬ 
ers faced the most dangerous working 
conditions and poorest wages of any 
trade. In the summer of'72, for twelve 
weeks, 300,000 building workers 
launched their industry's first national 
all-out strike to end cash "lump" wages 
and seek better pay by using the contro¬ 
versial tactic of'Flying Pickets'. The par¬ 
tial success of the strike, and the 
methods used, enraged the construc¬ 
tion industry and government, and cul¬ 
minated in the arrest of 24 builders in 
North Wales who were charged with of¬ 
fences including conspiracy to intimi¬ 
date and affray. The "24" were 
prosecuted at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
in 1973 and three were jailed, including 
building workers Des Warren and Ricky 
Tomlinson. 

Sharp and humorous, United We Stand 
tells the story behind the compelling 
dispute and dispels the myth, put about 
at the time, that the pickets were a crim¬ 
inally violent rather than ordinary work¬ 
ing men seeking a better life for 
themselves and their fellow workers. 

Combining Townsend Productions' 


trademark cast of 
two playing multiple 
roles, grand theatri¬ 
cal style and wit with 
popular and political 
songs about the 
strike, arranged by 
renowned folk musi¬ 
cian John Kirkpatrick 
and Ricky Tomlin¬ 
son's poems from his 
time in prison, the 
production aims to 
bring the full story of 
the compelling dis¬ 
pute to life in a pow¬ 
erful and thought-provoking new play. 

The events surrounding the strike are 
still making headlines to this day, and 42 
years on, the high-profile Shrewsbury 
24 Campaign, led by picket turned actor 
Ricky Tomlinson is still seeking to over¬ 
turn the unjust prosecution of the 24 
building workers. 

Ricky Tomlinson said about the play, "I 
am delighted The Townsend Theatre 
Company are presenting a play about 
the 1972 building workers strike, and 
the plight of the Shrewsbury 24 build¬ 
ing worker pickets. It is 41 years since I, 
together with Des Warren and John 
McKinsie Jones, were charged with con¬ 
spiracy and jailed. 

"We were charged with conspiracy, 
but we believe the real conspiracy was 
between the government, the building 
contractors and the judiciary. They 


wanted the prison sentences to act as a 
deterrent, to prevent workers from tak¬ 
ing strike action. 

"Every worker should know what hap¬ 
pened to us so as to ensure it does not 
happen again." 

United We Stand is directed by Louise 
Townsend and will feature in its cast Neil 
Gore and William Fox.

Dorset football round-up 


Walker double sees Magpies bag successive wins 


Dorchester Town 3 ArleseyTown 1 

Southern League Premier - att; 223 
STAND-IN striker Nathan Walker added another two 
goals to his bulging tally since being asked to lead 
the Magpies line early last month, as Dorchester 
Town produced successive victories under new man¬ 
ager Mark Jermyn writes Stuart Broom. 

This was a game that the hosts could not afford to 
lose against the side immediately beneath them at 
the foot of the Southern Premier Division following 
their superb victory at Hungerford three days earlier, 
and they went for the jugular from the off. 

Jermyn put Ben Watson in wide left in the fourth 
minute and having evaded keeper Nick Thompson, 
his acute angled shot struck the front of the post and 
was cleared. 

Walker then glanced Chris Dillon's long throw just 
wide of the far post before Bradley Tarbuck's vicious 
volley from the angle of the penalty area flashed just 
wide of the far post. 

Thompson then just managed to hang on to Dan 
Smith's 22-yard kick by his fingertips, before the Mag¬ 
pies pressure told in the 13th minute. 

When the ball broke to Sam Lanahan he threaded 
a pass through to Watson who just beat Thompson 
to the ball to finish with aplomb. 

Arlesey's first sight of goal came five minutes later 
when Hallelujah Basmel pounced on an error in the 
home defence, but fortunately his effort was de¬ 
flected on to the post by Walker-Harris and subse¬ 
quently cleared. 

Thompson got revenge on Watson soon after when 
he saved at the striker's feet after being putin by Tar- 
buck cross. Although home keeper Alan Walker-Har¬ 
ris had to make two fairly routine save from Kim 
Forsythe and Martel Powell, it was mainly Dorchester 
and they finally doubled their advantage three min¬ 
utes from the break. 

Walker's first shot from Tarbuck's cut back was 
blocked, but he followed up to ram home his second 
attempt. 

They almost put the game out of sight three min¬ 
utes after the break when Jake Smeeton's long ball 
found Tarbuck wide on the left. His speed saw him 
cut inside and fire in a low angled shot that beat 
Thompson but struck the far post. 

Smith then beat the Blues keeper to the ball and 
fired in a fierce angled shot, but first Warren 
Plowwright and then Sam Willett managed to stop it 
going over the line. 

Eventually the third goal game on the hour when 
Walker rose unopposed, to head home Smith's cor¬ 
ner. 

The game became stagnant after this with Dorch¬ 
ester appearing to have settled for what they had, 
whilst Arlesey showed no signs of piercing the Mag¬ 
pies defence. 


Then eight minutes from time Walker-Harris went 
down at the feet of substitute Leon Lobjoit as the ball 
ricocheted off a couple of players and referee David 
Ricketts pointed to the penalty spot. George Ironton 
converted the spot kick. 

This gave the visitors hope and a minute later sub 
Franck Kegni fired just wide as they went looking for 
more goals, but Dorchester rode the storm. 

In the final minute Watson almost added a fourth 
after Walker had headed a flick on into his path, but 
the ball bobbled on the surface just as he went to 
shoot and Thompson saved. 

Quick start is 
just right for 
Crittenden 

DORCHESTER Town's sec¬ 
ond flying start in as many 
weeks is a tactic the new 
management team have 
looked to implement as 
they fight for Southern 
League Premier Division 
survival. 

Speaking after the 3-1 
victory over their fellow 
strugglers, assistant man¬ 
ager Nick Crittenden said: 

"We've done that the last 
two or three games; what 
we are looking to do is kill 
teams off. 

"We've started to create a 
lot of chances going for¬ 
ward, we're looking more 
solid at the back, and 
Jamie Gleeson and Lewis 
Morgan have been domi¬ 
nating games for us in 
midfield. 

"We now just want that 
extra bit of quality to finish 
teams off by scoring a better percentage of the 
chances we create. 

"I think we were quite comfortable all the game 
and I don't think they caused us too many problems 
at all, and it was disappointing not to have kept a 
clean sheet." 

Ben Watson scored the Magpies first goal, his first 
in open play since returning to the club, with Nathan 
Walker, who has been used as a striker in the last few 
games, bagging the other two. 

Crittenden said of Watson, back for his second spell 
at The Avenue:"Ben is a quality player. Although per¬ 
haps he feels he's not firing on all cylinders, what he 


has brought to the team by his experience, his runs 
and his hold-up play has made us a better team. 

"He gives us better opportunities with his unselfish 
running creating chances for other people, and now 
he's got that goal we believe that they will keep com¬ 
ing." 

He said of Walker, who has quashed speculation of 
a move to Gosport Borough following an approach 
by the Conference South outfit last week by confirm¬ 
ing he will see out his contract at Dorchester:"Nathan 
seems like a different character. 

"We know that one day he will probably have to go 
back in defence, but 
why should we move 
him at the moment 
when he is doing such a 
great job for us? He's 
hard to play against, 
wins the majority of his 
flick-on's and puts him¬ 
self about. 

"He knows his limita¬ 
tions, does things sim¬ 
ply and has been quite 
effective for us." 

Jermyn quality 
on and off field 

ASKED the reason for 
the change in the team 
performance since he 
and manager Mark 
Jermyn had been put in 
charge, Crittenden felt a 
lot of what the Magpies 
are doing well on the 
pitch stems from 
Jermyn's qualities as a 
player. 

"Everyone goes on 
about Mark as a man¬ 
ager, but as a player he 
has given us stability at 
the back. He's an organiser and he gets people 
around him, and he doesn't let them switch off for a 
second. 

"You can see out on the pitch that we look so much 
more solid and other teams aren't getting as many 
chances against us as they were. 

We've got the extra man at the back and we're also 
creating chances as well. It appears that everyone in 
the club has a new lease of life."

SO often the architect of many of the Magpies suc¬ 
cesses, former Glover Crittenden admitted he was 
enjoying life on the touchline, but is ready for action 
should he be required. 


The midfielder was plagued with a hamstring in¬ 
jury earlier in the season but is now back to fitness. 

"I love it. I feel I get as much, if not more of a buzz 
in winning, than as a player. I'm fit, but at the mo¬ 
ment the boys are doing so well why should I put my¬ 
self in; but should I be required, I'm ready.

Magpies cry foul at Centurion loss

DORCHESTER Town failed to make it three 
games unbeaten under Mark Jermyn's 
stewardship when they were denied a late 
penalty that could have earned them a 
point. 

Trailing to Matt Liddiard's 33rd minute 
strike, Dorchester were pressing for an 
equaliser when, deep in added time, they 
were awarded a free kick on the halfway 
line. Centurions' keeper Glyn Garner raced 
out of goal to punch clear, but unfortu¬ 
nately missed the ball completely and 
wiped out Matt Oldring. 

The ball ran through to Jermyn inside of 
the six-yard box, but as he was about to 
turn the ball home he was pushed in the 
back by Mark Pritchett and the ball ran 
over the byeline. 

Despite protestations which ended with 
Oldring and Cirencester's Ian Herring 
being booked, referee Matt Dabbs refused 


both appeals and awarded a goal kick. 

The Magpies boss was furious with the 
decision. He said:"The ball ran through to 
me after the keeper had clattered into 
Matt, but just as I was about to put it in the 
net I was pushed from behind and I ended 
up falling over the ball. 

"They didn't touch the ball so I can't see 
why he (referee Dabbs) has not given a 
penalty. It could have been given for the 
first challenge on Matt, because their 
keeper wiped him out. 

"The referee said he didn't think it was a 
penalty but we thought he indicated that 
it was. I didn't dive but if it wasn't a penalty 
why wasn't I booked for diving?" 

"These small margins really matter to us, 
and after the game I asked him to have a 
look at it on the video because that cost us 
a valuable point, and we deserved to get 
something out of the game.

few and far between with neither keeper 
really tested. 

The goal that finally separated the sides 
came on 33 minutes from a corner floated 
to the far post where Ellis Dunton headed 
back across goal for skipper Liddiard to 
stoop and head home from close in. 

Dorchester almost equalised when Gar¬ 
ner rushed out to block Ben Watson hook 
on from Smeeton's free kick. 

However, with the keeper stranded, 
Nathan Walker fired the rebound just wide 
of the post. 

In the second half Lewis Morgan mis- 
kicked from 12 yards and Bradley Tarbuck 
was denied by Garner as he fired in a shot 
after playing a one-two with Watson. 

The loanee then fired wide of an open 
goal from 35 yards when Garner's clear¬ 


ance found him. 

Ed Williams had Cirencester's best 
chance soon after but wanted too much 
time to try and get his shot in and was 
eventually blocked out. 

With time running out Garner came to 
the Centurions rescue when he saved at 
point blank range from Morgan after 
Walker had nodded Tarbuck's cross into his 
path, before the final penalty drama. 

Looking forward Jermyn said: "I'm not 
going to dwell too much on it because the 
performance was good. 

"We've been competitive against the top 
teams so I'm expecting us to be more so 
with sides in and around us. 

"I believe we've got more than enough 
to see us step up the league. We have not 
been taken apart by anyone yet, and we 
need to continue making small improve¬ 
ments.
